“In my travels through Canada I 
soon came to realize the enormous 
production and sule of the so-called 
‘hot-dog,’ and I did all I possibly 
could to increase the production of 
that delectable food. When I am 
among the Canadians again, I’ am 
going to use my best efforts to in- 
duce them to put in a bit of butter
